Care of Farm Tools. 


More of our farm machinery rusts 
and w eathers out than wears out. No 
farm er is not aw are of this fact, but 
how to help it is a big question. 
Not 
all have tool sheds, and m any do not 
feel able to build them. 
Too often 
landlord and tenant 
cannot get to­ 
gether on this question. 


This item is m e a n t for those who 
may not be .-o fortunate as to have 
a shed for the farm tools, 
lf a m a ­ 
chine is left 'n the field or elsew here 
w here the ground m ay get wet, it 
should be blocked up so th a t no part 
touches the ground. 
P arts of wood 
should 
be either removed 
and 
put 
aw ay in a dry place or k e p t well 
painted or oiled with crude oil. 
This 
is cheap and a good wood p re serv er 
and 
is e a s i5v applied. 
Plows 
and 
shovels should be well greased with 
wagon “dope.’” for when th e smooth 
surfaces rust, little pits occur in the 
surface and e^en 
though tim plow 
may scour w*!l after one or two days*
